The little group formed at his house was sometimes called the ‘“Benefi 
ciation.” This same group was active in the formation of the American Unit 
tion, and in 1826 it called Rev. Joseph Tuckerman, for a ministry at large 
the poor. In those days the members of the Protestant Churches of Boston ¢ 
the doors of their pews to the strangers from England, Scotland and Europe » 
cently come to these shores.

Reverend Joseph Tuckerman, minister at large to the needy of all races, 
all ages, began a house to house ministry in 1826; he was, perhaps, the gre 
pioneers in Boston social service. Most of our modern charitable work was eit 
largely or influenced by Tuckerman. Present minister at large at Parker Memor 
Place Chapel is Reverend Chester A. Drummond who, like Tuckerman, goes abou 


The Chapel is open every day. Parker Memorial prctates a vacation home 
for the needy. The home is known as “Fraternity Farm”. 
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BARNARD MEMORIAL at CHRIST CHURCH, Dix Street, Dorcherte: 
—The Children’s Church of Reverend Charles F. Barnard: 


Originally located on Warren Place, built in 1835. Barnard played marbles with boys 
on the street, talked of books they liked, roused their interest in natural history, taught 
them in his chapel of the simple virtues of Christlike joys and Christian living. The City 


i took Barnard’s Chapel for a fire station, but the work of the Children’s Church, located now 


at 1 Dix Street, Dorchester, goes on today under the supervision of Reverend Carl A. Sea- 
ward. At this church they recently had a two alarm fire, but we and the children have hopes 
that the church will be rebuilt. .

« FRUIT AND FLOWER MISSION Headquarters, Horticutesral Hall 


 —Distributes flowers, fruit, vegetables, among the sick in hospitals, the poor and shut-ins. 
Garden Clubs and individuals in towns on all sides of Boston ship in regularly through 
summer months hampers of fresh flowers, to different receiving stations throughout the city. 


These garden clubs send on an average of over 700 large baskets and thousands of bou- 
quets each year. They are distributed by a small army of ladies, girls and boys, wholly as 


a labor of love. One worker, full time, and one, part time, are the only persons paid. The 


lives of Protestants, Catholics, and Jews are made brighter, the old and sick are comforted. 
This city-wide service has been carried on for over 70 years. Mrs. Lewis A. Elliott is 


the superintendent in charge. 


FRATERNITY FARM 


The Society purchased a farm of 63 acres in the hills of Ashby, in 1936 for a vacation 
house for the needy. Tired women and children who live in stuffy hot bedrooms in the 


city are whisked up to Fraternity Farm where the kids splash in the pool of a brook and 
their elders watch the swallows skim the waving grass from the cool piazza. This old farm— 


the house was built in 1769—used to be called the Perley Gates farm, and it was common 


talk when these good peopie had come back to Bulfinch Place Chapel after a vacation ‘at 
_ “the Farm” that they had indeed been through the “pearly gates,’’ up through the hills 


of Ashby. 


UNITARIAN-UNIVERSALIST STUDENT WORK 


The Benevolent | Fraternity helped to inaugurate this ministry at large to students 


at the colleges in and about Boston in 1932. It bears more than half the expense. The 


minister to students is Rev. William H. Gysan. Some of the students with whom he has 
worked are among the group of girls here as ushers on this occasion, notably a group from 
Wellesley College. The young people have found a pleasant social meeting place at 
the Town and Gown dances. These dances were so successful that from their proceeds the 
college boys and girls were able to set aside funds to establish a revolving loan fund for aid 
of needy college students, believed to be one of the first of its kind in America. — 


All of this work is promoted from contributions from the constituent Unitarian churches, 
of Greater Boston, and from the income from trust funds transferred to us by court decrees. 


The North End Union is also partially supported by funds from the Greater Boston Com-
